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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed on 10/13/2008 has been fully considered. Claim 1 is 
amended, claims 3-5, 9, 10 and 15 are canceled, and claims 1-2, 6-8 and 11-14 are 
pending. Currently, claim 13 is withdrawn from consideration as non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 6-8, 11, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over HIatt et al. (US 6,254,970 B1 ). 

4. HIatt teaches a heat transfer label comprising a support portion and a transfer 
portion. The support portion comprises a substrate and an electron beam cured coating 
layer provided on the substrate (col. 4, line 12-30). The substrate meets the claimed 
first layer, and the electron beam curing coating layer meets the claimed second layer. 
The transfer portion is provided on the electron beam cured coating side of the support 
portion (Fig. 4). The transfer portion comprises an optional protective layer on the 
support portion and ink layer provided on the protective layer (col. 1 , lines 23-28), and 
upon transferring the protective layer releases from the support portion without any wax 
residue (col. 3, lines 13-26). The protective layer meets the claimed third layer and the 
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ink layer meets tlie claimed forth layer. Hiatt teaches a clay coated paper as the 
substrate (col. 6, line 21). 

5. Hiatt does not teach the basis weight of the paper in terms of lbs/3,000 sq. ft as 
claimed. The experimental modification of this prior art in order to ascertain optimum 
operating conditions fails to render applicants' claims patentable in the absence of 
unexpected results. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. One of ordinary skill in the art would 
have been motivated to adjust the basis weight of the paper so as to ease transferability 
of the transfer potion. A prima facie case of obviousness may be rebutted, however, 
where the results of the optimizing variable, which is known to be result-effective, are 
unexpectedly good. In re Boesch and Slaney, 205 USPQ 215. 

6. Hiatt does not teach the thicknesses of the electron beam cured layer and the 
protective layer in terms of lbs/3,000 sq. ft as claimed. The experimental modification of 
this prior art in order to ascertain optimum operating conditions fails to render 
applicants' claims patentable in the absence of unexpected results. In re Aller, 105 
USPQ 233. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to adjust the 
thickness of the layers in order to ease transferability of the transfer potion and to 
enhance the color density of the ink design layer. A prima facie case of obviousness 
may be rebutted, however, where the results of the optimizing variable, which is known 
to be result-effective, are unexpectedly good. In re Boesch and Slaney, 205 USPQ 215. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's argument is based on tliat Hiatt teaclies tliat tine coating tliicl<ness of 
the release agent is approximately 0.5-1 .0 pounds of wax per 6000 square feet of 
coated surface which Is far outside the parameter of the claimed thickness range of the 
third layer. This argument is not persuasive because, in the rejection, the Examiner has 
never equated the release agent of Hiatt with the claimed third layer. The protective 
layer of Hiatt is the layer that meets the claimed third layer; and Hiatt does not teach or 
suggest that the protective layer is approximately 0.5-1 .0 pounds of wax per 6000 
square feet of coated surface. 

8. The adhesive lacquer layer of Hiatt is an optional layer, and the reference does 
not teach having other extra layer(s).
